Red Cross Plans 

If present plan of the Chaurvin 
Chauvin branch of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society materialize, every per¬ 
son residing within the confines of 
this province will be within reason¬ 
able distance of a hospital doctor or 
Red Cross nurse, provincial executive 
officers announced today. 

One of the most important tasks in¬ 
cluded in the work of the Red Cross 
is the bringing of pioneer settlers 
closer to medical assistance in case 
of sickness. With but few excep¬ 
tions remote districts are far removed 
from the benefits of a hospital and 
some of them are many miles from a 
doctor. Reports presented to pro¬ 
vincial headquarters by investigators 
of the Red Cross have, from time to 
time, revealed most dih&ressjing in¬ 
stances of where people unfortunate 
enough to suffer accidents have had 
to undergo excruciating pain for hours 
whilemedical attention has been se¬ 
cured, mlany times at the expense of 
physical hardship on the part of the 
doctor. 

The Canadian Red Crfoss Society, 
through provincial branches has al¬ 
ready established small outpost hos¬ 
pitals, of an 'emergency character, 
under the supervision of a qualified 
nurse, to cope with urgent require¬ 
ments. Extensive settling on the land, 
as a result of the activities of 'the 
Soldier Settlement board has shoved 
the fringes of civilation back a few 
more miles and has in all cases put a 
greater distance between these fam¬ 
ilies and medical attentiaon. 

This work of establishing outpost 
hospitals is not being carried on ex¬ 
clusively by the Red Cross, but rather 
through co-operation with the prov¬ 
incial boards of health. Money and 
nurses have been provided freely, ac¬ 
cording to the need, and the results 
obtained to date have fully justified 
the outlay. 

The membership drive, which will 
commence on June 5, will give every 
Canadian an opportunity to become 
associated with this work by becom¬ 
ing a member of the Red Cross So¬ 
ciety.

LONG AND SHORT CREDITS 

One of the handicaps under which 
many farmers are operating is the 
lack of working capital. They may 
have their farms almost, or quite, 
clear and yet not have the money to 
purchase necessary machinery or lf^jp 
stock that would ensure the fullest re¬ 
turns. 

Credits for longer or shorter periods 
may be a marked advantage to a man 
who is making a start or to oue who 
is undertaking a new line of effort, or 
even to tide over a year of short crops. 
In several of the provinces this need 
has been recognized and loan boards 
organized to finance men who wish to 
have a little extra capital. The Bet¬ 
ter Farming Oommiision of Saskatch¬ 
ewan in its recent report outlines very 
clearly the working of credit schemes' 

Bong farm credits, says this report, 
are as a rule secured by fixed assets 
such as real property and farmers 
have several agencies through which 
these can be secured—the provincial 
farm loan board, life insurance Com¬ 
panies, trust companies and regular 
real estate loan companies. As a rule 
loans can be obtained? from these for 
a term of five or ten years. The pro¬ 
ceeds of such loans on fixed assets 
will naturally be used for making per¬ 
manent improvements as buildings, 
fences or purchase of more land. The 
security is mainly the land on which 
the loan is advanced though the repu¬ 
tation of the borrower is an import¬ 
ant factor. 

Short term credits are usually made 
for some special purpose such as op¬ 
erating expenses while a crop is grow¬ 
ing, lumber for a granary needed to 
house the crop, or buying steers to 
fatten for mlarket. As a basis for 
such credits the lender must always 
take into consideration the borrower’s 
ability to pay as well as his honesty. 
The ability to pay is largeily based on 
what his statement discloses in the 
way of liquid assets such as (in the 
case of a farmer) live stock, which is 
being prepared for market, grain, wool 
/or ^ome other product of the farm. 

One point must always be kept in 
mfnd, and that is that credits of any 
kind are always a business transac¬ 
tion and not a donation. In the case 
of a bank, it is not handling its own 
funds, but trust funds, which it has 
agreed to return to the owners, and 
which are left with it on the express 
understanding* that it will not take 
undue chances with them. Proof that 
a person is able to make profitable 
use of credit usualily makes him a wel¬ 
come borrower. 

1921 CENSUS STATISTICS 

Enumerators started yesterday on 
the work of taking the sixth census 
of the Dominion of Canada, and as 
some of the questions may require 
careful thought and figuring before 
giving a reply, we give below some 
of the questions which are required 
to be answered: 

After getting the name, age, post 
office and birth place, the enumerat¬ 
or will want to knew* how long you 
have operated the farm as owner, and 
as a tenant or both; if worked on 
shares, and the basis; total acres in 
farm, acres improved, acres woodland, 
acres unbroken prairie, acres wet 
marsh, land not harvested in 1920 on 
account of crop failure, acres in pas¬ 
ture, dn 1920 and in 1921, acres lying 
idle or fallow in 1920 and in 1921. 

Total value of farn\, with buildings, 
implements, machinery, ail given sep¬ 
arately. 

The expenses on the farm; amount 
expended for hay, grain, etc., for use 
as feed for animbls, amount spent for 
manure and fertilizer, amount in cash 
for seeds, for labor, estimated value 
bf house or room rent for laborer and 
board furnished in addition to wages 
paid, were purchases made from or 
through a farmer's co-operative or¬ 
ganization. 

Under crops, the farmer is required 
to give the number of acres, the 
quantity produced, the value of the 
products and the acreage planted for 
harvest for 1921 of each of the differ- 



ship, range, meridian and municipal¬ 
ity; if in city, town or village, the 
street and number of the dwelling. 

The tenure or class *of home col¬ 
umns are; Home owned or rented; if 
rented, give rent paid each month; 
class of house; materials of construc¬ 
tion; rooms Occupied by family. 

The personal description refers to 
the relationship to head of family or 
household; sex; single, married, wi¬ 
dowed, divorced or legally separated; 
age last birthday. 

The nativity asks for the country or 
place of birth of each person. 

Under citizenship, the year of im¬ 


migration, the year of naturalization 
and the nationality are given. 

The race, language, religion and ed¬ 
ucation refer to the racial origin, the 
languages spokee, the religious de¬ 
nomination person adheres to, and the 
.'months as school since Sept. 1, 1920. 

Under profession, occupation and 
•employment, a number of questions 
are asked as to place of labor, the 
total earnings in past twelve months, 
number 'of weeks unemployed in past 
twelve months and the number of 
weeks illness since June 1st, 1920. 

As the enumeration completed rpust 
reach the department at Ottawa dur¬ 
ing the month of June, no doubt the 
enumerators will have a very busy 
time compiling the information. You 
are y requested to help the official as 
much as possible by thinking over the 
questions referred to above and have 
the answer ready. 

Particulars are now given in regard 
t<oi the work and rates of pay. These 
are (interesting in view of the fact 
that they apply to all rural districts. 
For every name the enumerator places 
on his roll, he will receive five cents. 
For registering farms under five acres 
twenty-five cents will be paid, and 
thirty cents for farms over this. Stock 
not on farms ds to be registered, and 
for this there will be a fee of ten 
cents. If a person living in a resi¬ 
dential section keeps fowl or any an- 
inals, they are to be registered. Ex¬ 
penses of $4.50 pr 100 names on pop¬ 
ulation is allowed. For enrolling the 
names of defectives there is an extra 
fee of two cents, and also flour cents 
for business men. 

'The census is to be taken up until 
May 31. Births or deaths after that 
date are not to be included. In the 
country one month will be allowed for 
the taking hit the census, and two 
weeks for city enumerators.

(Seed treated by a new process of 
seed electrification, a method which, 
it is claimed, wil increase the yield, 
check the spread of fungiod diseases 
and improve the quality, has been 
sown this year by many of the lead¬ 
ing farmers in Southern Alberta. A j 
planit for the treating of seed has 
been established and already its cap- I 
acity has been taxed to such an ex¬ 
tent that an enlargement will be made 
immediately. 

Great claims are made as to the ad¬ 
vantages of this system which is 
known as the Wolfryn Electro-Chem¬ 
ical process of seed electrification. ' 
The process consists in placing the 
seed to be treated in a bath contain¬ 
ing a suitable metallic salt such as 
calcium or sodium chloride and weak¬ 
ly electrify the same for a length of 
time appropriate to the seed under 
treatment. The solution is then run 
off, and the seed taken lout and dried. 
The object of the salt »is not only to 
decrease the resistance, or, In other 
words, to increase the conductivity on 
the seed-coat, but to. maintain that

roa strip across these grains was 
drilled to winter rye at (about five 
pecks per acre, using a single-disk 
drill running shallow. A hoe-drill is 
recommended by preference for this 
particular work but none was readily 
available. The drilling of the rye 
appeared to mutilate the barley con¬ 
siderably but did not adversely affect 
the final yield, as careful sampling de¬ 
monstrated. A good stand of rye was 
obtained and it seemed To dome 
through the winter well. 

In 1919, a similar experiment was 
tried, but in that case the winter rye 
was cross-drilled directly after the 
spring grain was • sown, with the re¬ 
sult that it choked the oat crop, re¬ 
ducing the yield very considerably. 
While some of the rye headed and in 
consequence of becoming too far ad¬ 
vanced, winter-killed considerably. It 
seems to be important to allow the 
spring grain to get a good start be¬ 
fore cross-drilling such a hardy com¬ 
petitor as rye. In fact, it i s necessary 
in the interests of both grains.

Under western conditions, one of 
the stockman’s surest reliances for 
forage is winter rye. Though not pro¬ 
ducing so palatable nk)r nutritious a 
quality of cured fodder as may be 
obtained from oats, it -is nevertheless 
a boon in a season of fodder shortage. 
It makes good late and early pasture, 
being the last thing to remain verdant 
in autumn and the first to show green 
in the spring. As an early pasture, it 
has perhaps, its most advantageous 
place to fill in the West. 

Winter rye may be seeded alone in 
July, August or early September but 
should not be allowed to joint in the 
fall or it may winter-kill.

Maybe I had gone fif¬ 
ty yards in this exposed way when I 
heard another shell coming over and 
I knew that it would drop somewhere 
in my near vicinity. I turned to where 
I thought it would drop and waited for 
it do so, and I cursed it all the way 
down and when it exploded the pieces 
sifted through and as none of them hit 
me I started 'on my way again.

There were 
some men working right under where 
it had exploded, 100 feet up in the air, 
and I thought that there was some one

wounded by the way they a/Cted but 
while I was there at the dressing sta¬ 
tion no one came in, so I may have 
been mistaken. 

I then went to the entrance and 
into the station and the doctor that 
was there\asked me why I had gone 
out again,I told him and he laughed. 
He then started to unwind all the 
bandages and after he had looked the 
wound over, he dressed me again and 
put a red tag on my tunic pocket. 
After that I went 'outside and sat in 
the horse ambulance that was there. 

I had sat there for some time think¬ 
ing of a ton of things, of which I re¬ 
member nothing, and on looking out 
of the affair I noticed that all the men 
around there were looking past the 
ambulance at something, of course I 
wanted to see what they were looking 
and so I got out of the back of the 
ambulance and stepping out into the 
roadway I had just time to step back 
again out of the way of a monster 
tank that was just coming up past 
the side of the ambulance. I stood 
there and gasped at the thing. It 
was the first that I had seen so close, 
and I don’t wonder at the Fritzies hav 
mg* been unnerved when they saw 
those monsters coming over no-,mans- 
land toward them. I got back into 
the ambulance and watched the tank 
go over into Posiers’ Wood, crawl 
over a few stumps, knock down a 
couple of small trees that were in the 
way, and finally come to rest with 
much shutting and lots of smoke. 

After a while the driver of the am¬ 
bulance came and looked in and then 
he got up to the seat and wewent 
clown the road at a walk. When we 
got ta La Bossielle the driver came 
around, after stopping and told me 
to get out and go tio. the dressing 
station at the left of the road. I 
went into the place and a couple of 
men got busy and started to unwrap 
the bandages, I began to wonder how 
often this was going to take place be¬ 
fore I got to Blighty, they looked the 
wound over with critical eye and aft¬ 
er some talk and calling of a doctor 
I was again bandaged up. There 
were quite a lot of boys here more or 
less badly smashed up, but they could 
all walk and after a while we trooped 
outside and got into a waiting motor 
lorry, that had seats along the side. 
After we had all got inside and the 
back was put up to stop us from fal¬ 
ling out, the lorry started and after 
going three quarters iof a mile came to 
a halt at Tara hill. Here we were told 
to get out and again we were unwrap 
ped and wrapped . We were here 
only for a short time and then into 
another lorry we went as far as the 
left side of the road at the brickfield 
outside Albert. The dressing station 
here was some swell affair, three tents 
hi the first of which they gave us all 
a shot of antitoxin and in the second 
we were again dressed, the third tent 
was the one that took my eye for in it 
there were sandwitches enough toi feed 
a batalion and there was a choice of 
beverages, confined to tea, coffee, and 
cocoa. Gee! Maybe I didn’t wade in 
With both feet. I’ll tell the world 
that I did. 

After we were here some time the 
tents started to clear and on going 
outside I saw that they, the wounded 
men, were going away in London bus 
es. It was now dark and I asked a 
fellow when one was likely to start to 
the rear in a bus. He told me to 
jump in the bus we were alongside of, 
in next to the driver, this I did and we 
were on our way without any further 
trouble at all. 

There were a lot of men going into 
the line and also many lorries passing 
or I would have liked to ask the driv¬ 
er where we were heading for. I hop- 
it would be Contay Hospital for I had 
a very dear friend there, in the Field 
Ambulonce, but when we got to til© 
bottom of the hill, past Vadencourt, 
we turned to the right and went north 
for some kilos, I do nwt remember the 
name of the place at which we got off 
the buses. I was pretty well all In, 
but I remember the doctor who dress¬ 
ed me saying to an orderly. “Watch 
this man, and if his arm starts to 
bleed again bring him in.” The ord- ! 
erly then took me to; a tent in the 
rear and there were about 50 men 
laid down asleep, he pulled down 


some blankets that were laid on the 
ground and told me to crawl in. I 
must have fallen' asleep almost in¬ 
stantly for I did not remember any¬ 
thing more until someone shook me 
and said “Come on, you have got to 
get your arm dressed.” Damn! I was 
beginning to think that therp would 
be nothing left for mo to do in life 
but let doctors and stretcher bearers 
dress my arm. The orderly led me to 
the dressing tent, over a maze of tent 
ropes and a doctor started to adjust 
the bandages that were again soaked 
with blood. I went to sleep while he 
was busy for I did not feel anything 
nJow in my arm, and the orderly awoke 
me to lead me back to the tent. Again 
I no sooner seemed to get to sleep be¬ 
fore I was woke up and I found that 
there were a lot of boys cursing their 
luck that they had to get out and go, 
so early in the morning, (about 4.30) 
to entrain for the C.C.S. 

After we had something to eat we 
started toward the train and w'ere 
soon inside. I got into a box car and 
set on the.floor next to the door and 
nursed my arm ;in my knees. I didn’t 
care whether we got there or not, I 
had lost all ambition and was mighty 
weak from loss of blood. 

I will finish.here as we are now to 
the morning of the 28th of September 
1916. Maybe I will finish some day 
by writing of the trip to Blighty. 
The nurse gave me a cup of coffee 
when we were going out of the har¬ 
bour at Boulonge and I did not re¬ 
member any more until the next 
morning at 6.00 when I woke to find 
that we were at Dover.

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SUNFLOWERS AND DROUGHT 


The sunflower has great drought 
and frost resistance. Owing to this 
fact it -may he planted earlier and 
harvested later than corn. Sunflow¬ 
ers can be planted in the spring just 
as soon as it is possible to get on the 
land. The y*oung plants will with¬ 
stand the late frost which may ensue. 
Exceptionally heavy freezing weather 
may make sunflowers nod their heads 
but rarely is it ever cold enough to 
prevent them, from again looking up 
to the sun. This ability loif the sun¬ 
flower to withstand cold enables it 
to even beat the most resistant types 
of corn which have so far been de¬ 
veloped when it comes to making a 


heavy yield bf fodder during unfavor¬ 
able seasons. When it comes to with¬ 
standing dry weather the sunflower 
again has an advantage over corn. 
When corn wilts for lack of moisture 
the entire plant collapses. Sunflow¬ 
ers under the same conditions lose 
their lower leaves in succession, but 
the top remains green. This enables 
the plant to -continue grbwth as soon 
as sufficient water again becomes 
available. 


KITCHENER KILLED BY MINE 


The mystery of Lord 'Kitchener’s 
death finally has been authoritatively 
solved and the cause of the sinking 
of the battleship Hampshire definitely 


established by information from Ger¬ 
man Admiralty sources showing* that 
the Hampshire was destroyed by one 
of a group of thirty-four mines laid 
by the submarine U-75 on May 29, 
1916. 

This information not only settles 
the long standing controversy as to 
whether the Hampshire was tor¬ 
pedoed by a submarine or mineed, but 
also in the opinion of German experts 
convicts the British Admiralty of re¬ 
sponsibility for Kitchener’s death. 
Admiral Jellicoe, according to tofficial 
British statemeents, ordered the 
Hampshire to follow a course west of 
the Orkneys on the assumption that 
at the date of sailing, June 5, German 
submarines were mot operating in that 
vicinity so far north. 

A German submaiine commander, 
had, as a matter of fact, laid a mine¬ 
field in this well known route of war¬ 
ships six days earlier and Admiral 
Jellicoe should have been warned by 
the sinking of a chartered mine¬ 
sweeper there on June 2. The news 
apparently had not reached him or 
was not considered, owing to confu¬ 
sion over the battle of Jutland, and 
the warship, which was expected to 
carry the fortunes (Of England since 
Lloyd George, as well as Kitchener, 
originally was scheduled to sail for 
Russia on the Hampshire was direct¬ 
ed straight into the mine-field—the 
only one laid by the German’s in that 
vicinity. 


ADJUSTMENT OF PRICE 


With the falling prices fort most 
products of the farm the question is 
being asked if the outlook for a young 
mlan starting ttoday is equal to that of 
ten or twenty years ago. True, not, 
all of the products have reached the 
pre war level, yet the tendency is 
downward and the prices for articles 
purchased are declining very slowly. 
A writer in an exchange points 'out 
that although in the years centreing 
around 1900 oats were selling for 20 
cents and cattle for atyout $3 per 
hundred the costs of production were 
also Jew. Labch--was then rated at 
$20 to $30 per month with board and 
machinery at about half the present 
figures. Considering that land is now 
valued higher, and tne living ex¬ 
penses are greater this wriiter con¬ 
cludes that the situation is unques¬ 
tionably worse than it was twenty 
years agto. In a period of falling 
prices the farmer’s outlook is never 
as bringht as in a period of rising 
prices. A process of readjustment 
must, however, bring a measure of 
relief to the farmer iin the next few 
years. To s»ome extent it is being 
forced now by the inability of the 
farmer to pay the high prices for 
machinery, clothing, boots and other 
articles. By supplying more of his 
own needs in foods he can weather 
the stlorm until prices of manufac¬ 
tured goods come more nearly into 
line with natural products.

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Recent Alberta 

Legislation 

THE JURY ACT 


Subject to many exemptions any in¬ 
habitant of the Province 'over twenty 
five ancl under sixty years of age who 
is a British subject shall be liable to 
service as a juror in civil and crimin¬ 
al cases tried by jury in the Judicial 
District in which he or she resides. 

No woman shall be compelled to 
serve as a juror unless prior t»o the 
service of a summons upon her she 
signs a document signifying her will¬ 
ingness to so serve. 

The Sheriff of each Judicial Dis¬ 
trict shall before the first day of Nov¬ 
ember in each year compile from vot¬ 
ers’ lists or assessment rolls a separ¬ 
ate list for each of the places fixed 
for siittings of the Court. The lists 
for Calgiary and Edmonton shall con¬ 
tain not less than five hundred names, 
for other places not less than one 
hundred names and such list shall 
be returned to the Clerk of the Court. 

Until the Parliament fo Canada en- 
tcas that it shall not be necessary 
to keep a jury together during the 
adjournment of a trial for indictable 
offences no woman shall be summon¬ 
ed to serve on a criminal jury. 

Every jury shall consist of six per¬ 
sons any five of whom may return a 
verdict in civil action but in criminal 
cases, the verdict must be unanim¬ 
ous. 

Full directions are given for the 
drawing of the jury panel by lot. 

In all actions triable by a jury, if 


a woman be a party to the action she 
may at any time notify the Clerk of 
the Court that she desires three wo¬ 
men to be upon the jury and in such 
event the jury shall be composed of 
three women and three men. If all 
the parties of an action be women 
they may at any time notify the Clerk 
that all the jury be women and in 
such event the jury shall be com¬ 
posed of six women. If the rights of 
a woman or women or any who are 
not parties to the action are involved 
such woman or women or any party 
to the action mlay apply to a judge 
for an order that one-half or all of 
the jury may be women and the judge 
may make such order as to him 
seems proper, provided always that 
the notice and application for such 
jurors must be made at least twenty 
days before the opening of the sit¬ 
tings of the Court at which the trial 
is to be held. 

Every woman summoned and every 
woman who having signed a consent 
to serve as a juror who fails to obey 
the summons shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding $50.00 or to imprison¬ 
ment not exceeding thirty days or to 
both fine and imprisonment. 

This act shall come into force on 
the first day of August 1921.

son in one season has been reduced 
from one hundred to fifty birds. 

The lopen season for Hungarian 
partridge is the month of October as 
formerly but the number that may 
be killed by one person in one day 
has been increased from five to ten 
and in *one season from twenty-five to 
fifty birds. 

The close season for muskrats has 
been extended and now stands from 
May 1st to December 1st instead of 
November as formerly 1st. 

Penalties as for violation of the Ape 
may n'ow be imposed for violation of 
any regulation made under the Act. 

Every railway or express company 
or other common carrier shall make 
a return to the Department of Agri 
culture before the tenth of each 
month showing the shipments of pelts 
or skins of wild animals received for 
shipment or shipped beyond the 
boundaries of the province. 

The onus of pro<of that the tax has 
been jjaid shall be on the party in 
whose possession the peal or skin is 
found and any person evading or at 
tempting to evade payment *of the tax 
in anw way shall be liable to a penal 
ty of not less than Ten Dollars and 
costs for each offence. 

Every postmaster, every major and 
secretaary or city, every reeve and 
secretary <o-f a village or a municipal 
district every commissioner for oaths, 
every notary public, every justice of 
the peace, every secretary of public 
or separate school board, every sheriff 
deputy sheriff ’or acting sheriff every 
clerk or deputy clerk of the Court of 
any Judicial district, every officer, 
non-commissioned officer or constable 
of the Alberta Provincial Police, 
every issuer of game licenses shall 
have power to issue licenses or per¬ 
mits to carry firearms and to issue 
a permit in Form 76 referred to in 
section 118 of the Criminal Code. No- 
charge shall be made for any such 
license or permit. 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
VETERINARY ACT 


Graduates of any^.eterinary school 
or college approved by the senate of 
the University of Alberta who have 
passed the examination prescribed by 
the senate and who present to the as¬ 
sociation a certificate to that effect 
signed by the registrar of the univer¬ 
sity shall be entitled to be registered 
as veterinary surgeons. 

The said senate shall control the 
conduct of and all matters relating 
to the examination of candidates and 
may approve of certain veterinary 
schools or colleges as places of in¬ 
struction, prescribe the conditions 
upon which any veterinary school or 
college may be approved, prescribe 
the subjects upon which candidates 
shall be examined, determine the fee 
which shall be payable by candidates 
and make rules and regulations re¬ 
specting the times when examinations 
shall be held and respecting the ap¬ 
plications <of candidates therefor. 

The right of a candidate to appeal 
from the board of examiners to the 
minister has been struck out. 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
HOSPITAL ORDINANCE 


A government grant from the first 
day of January, 1920, is fixed at fifty 
cents per day for each person admitt 
ed to a hospital or treated therein. 
An extra per diem allowance may be 
made to every hospital which provides 
for the treatment of patients suffer¬ 
ing from tuberculosis or any (Other 
special class of patients. Regulations 
made by order in council or by any 
hospital board and approved by the 
minister shall have the same force 
and effect as if they were provisions 
of the act. 

The local authority within whose 
area a person has had his home for 
at least three successive months be 
fore being placed in a hospital, if 
notified by the hospital within a rea 
sonable time by registered mail shall 
pay the hospital the public ward 
charge per day of that hospital, suck 
charge is not to include any fee to a 
doctor and where the charge cannot 
be collected from the patient the 
maximum amount payable by a town 


or a municipal district shall be $200 
and by a. village $100. 

In the event of the death of a 
patient and his buriad by the hospital 
the local authority shall repay said 
hospital such sum as may be fixed 
from time to time by the minister. 

If any local authority enters into 
an agreement with the hospital for 
the care and treatment of its resid¬ 
ents for an annual sum, the terms of 
payment fixed herein shall not apply. 

The board of every hospital shall in 
respect to every ch^ild born in the 
hospital cause the proper form under 
The Vital Statistics act, to be filled 
up and signed by the mother before 
she leaves the hospital and thex*eafter 
to be forwarded to the registrar of 
vital statistics. 


AN ACT RESPECTING THE 
TAXATION OF LAND FOR 
EDUCATIONAL PURPOSES 


All land not exempt shall be annu¬ 
ally taxed three mills in the dollar 
of the assessed value. The tax on any 
parcel containing at least one acre in 
any subdivision or in -any fraction of 
a section shall be at least twenty 
five cents. Every occupant of land 
exempt from, taxation shall be annu¬ 
ally taxed three mills in the dollar of 
he assessed value of the land occu 
pied by him -and in respect of his in 
terest therein. 

* * * 

Every occupant under grazing lease 
or permit shall be taxed one and one 
half cents per acre of the land so 
held. 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
SAVINGS CERTIFICATE ACT 

Saving Certificates may be> issued 
fr- an amount not exceeding five mil¬ 
lion dollars outstanding at any one 
time at a rate of interest not to ex¬ 
ceed 5 p.c. per annum.
